A  PROCLAMATION 


WHEREAS,  The  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana  makes  it 
the  duty  of  the  Governor  to  convene  the  Legislative  Assembly  in 
extraordinary  session,  when,  in  his  judgment  the  necessity  for  such 
action  shall  have  arisen; 

AND  WHEREAS,  A  majority  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  State  has  recently  held  that  the  actions,  taken  by  the  Governor 
in  his  vetoes  of  certain  legislative  appropriations  made  at  the  last 
regular  session  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  are  null  and  of  no  legal 
effect,  and  that  certain  of  the  legislative  appropriations  not  having 
received  the  full  executive  approval,  no  legal  appropriations  are 
now  available  for  the  carrying  on  the  work  of  many  indispensable 
departments  of  state  government; 

AND  WHEREAS,  The  state  warrants  that  have  been  regularly 
issued  against  such  appropriations  since  June  30,  1923,  are  now  in- 
valid and  the  credit  of  the  state  has  been  brought  into  question ; 

AND,  It  appearing  to  me  that  under  these  recited  conditions  a 
grave  emergency  now  confronts  the  state,  which  can  only  be  rem- 
edied by  prompt  action  of  its  Legislative  Assembly; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  Jos.  M.  Dixon,  Governor  of  the  State 
of  Montana,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by 
the  Constitution,  do  hereby  convene  the  Eighteenth  Legislative  As- 
sembly in  Extraordinary  Session  at  the  City  of  Helena,  Montana, 
the  Capital  of  the  State,  at  the  hour  of  nine  o'clock,  A.  M.,  on 

TUESDAY,  THE  TWENTY-SECOND  DAY  OF  JANUARY,  A. 
D.  1924,  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  legislation  herein  be- 
fore referred  to,  the  same  being  the  enactment  of  such  appropria- 
tion laws  as  have  been  rendered  nugatory  and  void  by  the  said 


majority  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  for  the  validating  of 
all  warrants  that  have  been  regularly  issued  against  said  appro- 
priations.

Extraordinary  Session  Laws 


CHAPTER  1 

An  Act  to  Validate  all  Warrants  Heretofore  Issued  by 
tiie  State  Aiiditor  of  the  State  of  Montana  Against  At- 
tempted Appropriations  made  by  the  Eighteenth  Leg- 
islative xissembly  of  the  State  of  Montana  for  the  Fis- 
cal Year  Commencing  July  1st,  1923  and  Ending  June 
30th,  1924  which  Attempted  Appropriations  Failed  for 
Want  of  Approval  by  the  Governor,  and  Authorizing 
and  Directing  their  Payment  in  the  Order  of  Their  Reg- 
istration out  of  their  Proper  Funds  Appropriated  for 
Said  Fiscal  Year  by  the  Eighteenth  Legislative  As- 
sembly of  the  State  of  Montana  in  Extraordinary  Ses- 
sion. 

Be  it  enactedhy  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana: 

Section  1.  That  all  warrants  heretofore  issued  by  the  validation  of 
State  Auditor  of  the  State  of  Montana  against  attempted  ^^^^^  warrant 
appropriations  by  the  Eighteenth  Legislative  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  Montana  for  the  fiscal  year  commencing  July 
1st,  1923,  and  ending  June  30th,  1924,  which  attempted 
appropriations  failed  for  want  of  approval  by  the  Gov- 
ernor, be  and  the  same  hereby  are  declared  to  be  valid 
and  their  payment  is  authorized  and  directed  to  be  made 
in  the  order  of  their  registration  out  of  the  proper  funds 
appropriated  by  the  Eighteenth  Legislative  Assembly  in 
Extraordinary  Session  assembled. 

Section  2.    This  Act  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect 
from  and  after  its  passage  and  approval.

Extraordinary  Session  of  the  Eighteenth  Legislative  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  Montana ;  for  the  Payment  of  Printing  the 
House  and  Senate  Journals  of  the  Eighteenth  Legislative  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  Montana ;  for  the  Payment  of  Printing  the 
House  and  Senate  Journals  of  the  Extraordinary  Session  of  the 
Eighteenth  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana ;  for 
the  Purchase  of  Fifty  Sets  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  the  State  of 
Montana  1921. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana:

hereby  appropriated  out  of  the  money  in  the  State  Treasury,  not 
otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  payment  of  mileage  and  per  diem 
of  the  members  of  the  Extraordinary  Session  of  the  Eighteenth 
Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana. 

That  the  sum  of  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)  or 
so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby

And,  that  the  sum  of  Four  Thousand  Three  Hundred  and  Sev-

That  the  sum  of  Three  Thousand  Dollars  ($3000.00)  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appro- 
priated out  of  any  money  in  the  State  Treasury,  not  otherwise  ap- 
propriated, for  the  payment  of  the  printing  of  the  session  laws ; 
and  the  Senate  Journal,  and  House  Journal  of  the  Special  Session 
of  the  Eighteenth  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana. 

That  the  sum  of  Twenty-five  Hundred  Dollars  ($2500.00)  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  ap- 
propriated out  of  any  money  in  the  State  Treasury,  not  otherwise 
appropriated;  for  the  payment  of  the  incidental  expenses  of  the 
Special  Session  of  the  Eighteenth  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Montana. 

That  the  sum  of  Seven  Hundred  Fifty  Dollars  ($750.00)  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appro- 
priated out  of  any  money  in  the  State  Treasury,  not  otherwise  ap- 
propriated, for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  fifty  (50)  sets  of  the  Re- 
vised Codes  of  Montana,  1921, 

Section  3.  That  this  Act  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and 
after  its  passage  and  approval.

HOUSE  BILL  NO.  15. 

An  Act  Appropriating  Money  for  the  Operation  of  the  Montana 
State  Fair  for  the  Period  Beginning  July  1st,  1923,  and  Ending

be  necessary,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any 
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moneys  in  the  State  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the 
payment  of  salaries  and  other  expenses  of  the  Montana  State  Fair 
for  the    year    beginning  July   1,   1923,   and   ending  June  30, 
1924   $51,000.00 

Section  2.  That  the  following  sum  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  moneys 
in  the  State  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  payment 
of  salaries  and  other  expenses  of  the  Montana  State  Fair  for  the 
year  beginning  July  1,  1924,  and  ending  June  30th,  1925....$51,000.00 

Section  3.  And  it  is  further  provided  that  all  warrants  that 
heretofore  have  been  regularly  issued  by  the  State  Auditor  of  this 
State  under  the  assumed  authority  of  House  Bill  No.  391,  enacted 
by  the  Eighteenth  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Stat^  of  Montana, 
and  which  bill  the  Governor  approved,  or  assumed  to  approve  in 
part,  March  15,  1923,  are  hereby  declared  valid  and  said  warrants 
shall  be  paid  in  the  order  of  their  registry  as  provided  by  law. 

Section  4.  This  Act  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  after  its 
passage  and  approval.

HOUSE  BILL  NO,  16. 

An  Act  to  Appropriate  Money  for  the  Payment  of  the  Per  Diem  of 
the  Officers  and  Attaches  of  the  Extraordinary  Session  of  the 
Eighteenth  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislative  AssemMy  of  the  State  of  Montana: 

Section  1.  That  the  sum  of  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)  or 
so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the  State  Treasu.ry  not  otherwise 
appropriated,  for  the  payment  of  the  per  diem  of  the  officers  and 
attaches  of  the  Extraordinary  Session  of  the  Eighteenth  Legislative 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana. 

Section  2.  That  this  Act  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from 
and  after  its  passage  and  approval.

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SENATE  JOINT  MEMORIAL  NO.  1 

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  Assembled : 

WHEREAS,  The  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Montana  on  Febru- 
ary 26,  1921,  by  Legislative  Enactment  accepted  the  provisions  of 
the  Act  of  Congress  of  June  4,  1920  granting  to  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana certain  lands  on  the  Crow  Indian  Reservation  on  condition 
that  the  Crow  Indian  Children  be  permitted  to  attend  the  public 
schools  of  said  State  on  an  equality  with  white  children. 

WHEREAS,  Such  public  schools  admitted  said  Crow  Indian  Chil- 
dren in  September,  1921  without  any  additional  income  to  meet  the 
necessary  expense  incident  thereto  except  that  derived  from  a  pro- 
portional apportionment  of  income  from  the  State  Fund  amounting 
to  five  or  six  dollars  per  child  or  about  five  percent  of  the  per 
capita  cost  of  instruction. 

WHEREAS,  School  facilities  for  both  white  and  Indian  children 
in  the  region  affected  have  been  gravely  curtailed  and  a  heavy  bur- 
den of  additional  taxation  has  been  imposed  upon  the  taxpayers  by 
this  Governmental  action  and 

WHEREAS,  Such  injustice  and  injury  to  the  residents  to  that 
section  was  unintentional  and  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  additional 
income  contemplated  has  to  date  amounted  to  nothing  whatsoever 
and  may  not  be  expected  for  some  years  either  to  the  local  dis- 
tricts upon  which  the  sudden  and  disproportionate  burden  is  im- 
posed or  to  the  State  as  a  whole :   Therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  By  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Montana  that 
the  Congress  of  the  United  States  be  respectfully  memorialized  to 
grant  to  the  Indian  Bureau  authority  to  pay  tuition  to  the  school 
districts  affected  in  conformity  with  the  general  practice  of  paying 
tuition  for  the  children  of  non-citizen  Indians  of  other  tribes  in  Mon- 
tana and  elsewhere  until  the  entire  load  can  be  equitably  thrown  up- 
on the  said  districts  withou.t  injustice  and  injury  to  the  Indian  and 
white  Children  resident  therein, 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  copies  of  this  memorial  be 
transmitted  by  the  Secretary  of  State  to  the  President,  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior  and  to  the  United  States  Senators  and  Members  of 
Congress.

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HOUSE  JOINT  MEMORIAL  NO.  1 

A  Memorial  to  the  Cono^ress  of  the  United  States  asking  for  Appro- 
priations to  Continue  Construction  AVork  on  the  Flathead  Irriga- 
tion Project,  and  on  all  the  Other  Federal  Irrigation  Projects  in 
the  State  of  Montana. 

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  in  Congress  Assembled : 

Section  I 

We,  the  Eighteenth  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana, 
assembled  in  special  session,  the  House  and  the  Senate  concurring, 
do  hereby  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  following  facts 
relating  to  federal  irrigation  projects  in  this  state : 

1.  Good  faith  on  the  part  of  the  Federal  Government  toward  each 
and  all  of  the  thousands,  of  settlers  who  have  homesteaded  on  the 
Flathead  Project,  who  have  paid  the  government  for  the  land,  es- 
tablished homes  thereon,  and  patiently  waited  for  irrigation  water 
for  ten  years  or  longer,  demands  a  speedy  completion  of  the  project. 
The  slow  progress  of  construction  on  this  project,  due  to  irregular 
and  insufficient  appropriations,  coupled  with  the  dire  distress  be- 
setting agriculture  in  the  Northwest,  has  starved  away  from  the 
project  hundreds  of  the  original  homesteaders,  and  so  impoverished 
others  that  they  are  now  imable  to  make  the  fullest  use  of  irrigation ; 
but  surely  these  sad  circumstances,  largely  due  to  neglect  on  the 
part  of  the  government,  do  not  justify  the  government  in  further 
delay  in  furnishing  water  for  all  remaining  settlers  who  must  have 
it  in  order  to  make  a  living.  Good  faith  with  these  settlers  demands 
continuous  construction. 

2.  The  Indian  Service  and  the  Bureau  of  Reclamation  have  rec- 
ommended an  appropriation  of  Three  Hu.ndred  Thousand  and  no-100 
Dollars  ($300,000.00)  for  this  project  for  the  1925  fiscal  year;  and 
the  program  of  construction  they  have  agreed  upon  includes  laterals 
for  seven  thousand  (7,000)  acres  for  which  no  irrigation  water  is 
now  available.  (See  Congressional  Record  January  10,  1924,  top 
of  page  805).   Hundreds  of  people  reside  on  this  area. 

3.  In  spite  of  the  difficulties  besetting  settlers  on  this  project, 
they  show  a  splendid  record  in  the  payment  of  water  charges.  Up 
to  January  4th,  1924,  the  white  settlers  on  the  project  have  paid 
a  total  of  One  Hundred  Twenty-four  Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and 
no-100  Dollars  ($124,800.00)  in  water  rentals.  See  statement  of 
Chief  Clerk  of  Reclamation  Service  in  Congressional  record,  same 
date  and  page  as  above  cited.  This  shows  that  they  use  water  and 
pay  for  it. 
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4.  Spasmodic  prosecution  of  reclamation  works  inevitably  results 
in  greatly  increased  cost,  involving  waste  of  government  funds  and 
additional  burdens  on  agriculture.  Economy  demands  continuou.s 
construction.  See  argument  of  the  Hon.  L.  C.  Cramton  on  this  point, 
Congressional  Record  January  10,  1924,  page  802. 

5.  While  irrigation  projects,  do  not  as  a  rule,  bring  immediate 
and  direct  returns  to  the  government,  they  enlarge  the  productive 
area  of  the  country,  add  to  its  permanent  resources,  and  increase  the 
strength  and  greatness  of  the  whole  Union.  The  building  of  irriga- 
tion projects  is  the  building  of  empires. 

Section  II 

In  view  of  these  considerations,  we,  the  Eighteenth  Legislative 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana,  do  hereby  respectfully  petition 
that  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  do  appropriate  for  the  Flat- 
head Irrigation  Project,  for  the  1925  fiscal  year,  not  less  than  Three 
Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($300,000.00)  being  the  sum  recommend- 
ed by  the  Indian  Service  and  the  Bureau  of  Reclamation,  so  that 
continuous  and  economical  construction  may  be  insured.  We  also 
pray  that  sufficient  appropriations  be  made  for  all  other  federal 
projects  in  Montana  to  insure  continuous  construction,  and  that  no 
appropriation  for  these  projects  be  reduced  below  the  amounts  al- 
lowed by  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget. 

Section  III 

It  is  hereby  directed  that  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  State  of 
Montana  transmit  certified  copies  of  this  memorial  to  the  President 
of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States,  and  to  our  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Con- 
gress.
